Sir Pierson Dixon, Britain’s permanent “voice’’ at the 


United Nations, said today that the results of the 
Warsaw talks between the U.S. and China should be 
awaited before considering whether the Quemoy- 
Matsu issue should be brought before the U.N., 
Assembly. 


British Ambassador to the U.N. was interviewed on 
the BBS television show “face the nétion" on the 
eve of the opening of the 13th Assembly session on 
Tuesday. 


He said he favoured negotiation of such issues by the 


parties concerned: over a conference table, and talking 

- it out rather than fighting it out. And then it 
remained to be seen whether the U.N. could do 
something about it.

Quemoy-Matsu and Formosa Strait controversy, Sir 
Pierson said that as a member of the United Nations 
Britain had certain obligations but “I’m not aware 
we have given, or have been asked for, commitments 
regarding the offshore islands.” 


On a question where the U.S, would be left to fight alone 
if it got involved in fighting. in the offshore islands, 
the British diplomat termed the query hypothetical. 
He said he hoped all efforts would be directed toward 
averting conflict and solving the issue by peaceful 
means. : 

Sir Pierson also said: 

The most important subject on the forthcoming U.N. 
Assembly agenda is disarmament. veal 
British troops probably. would remain in Jordan until 
the Jordan government felt a sense of security.

Rat Poison 
Kills 


India’s Lions 


Ahmedabad, Sept. 14. + 
Cattle-breeders are reported 
to have killed 23 of India’s 
rare and vanishing lions 
with rat poison, 

Pesiered by mosquitocs -fol- 
lowing heavy rains in their 
sanctuary in the: jungle, the 
lions. moved out .and -begun 
preying on cattle. 

Breeders, who ere not allowed 
to shoot them becnuse of a ban 
designed to preserve the lions, 
sprayed: rat polson--on ‘the ¢ar- 
cases ‘of cattle killed by the 
lions.

Economists, who a few months 
tgo pondered how long lhe de- 
cline would be evident, are now 
ogreed that the worst Is over. 
Any disagreement they express 
mostly concerns the speed and 
degree of the recovery, 

Just about every economic 
barometer signalled =u sudden 
ond simultancaus strengthening 
of the American — business 
museles. Capilal expenditures 
were climbing, sales expanding; 
backlog orders growing; and in- 
ventories had shrunk to such a 
Jow point that) manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers felt the 
need for replenishing stocks, 

The stock market reacted 
sharply as reports poured in and 
a slock buying spree sent the 
Dow-Jones industrial average to 
a year's high at midweck., It 
reached 516.20, just 4,85 points 
below the all-time high of April, 
1958. 

There were even guarded pre- 
dictions that a strike in the car 
industry, if it develops, may not 
have the drastic braking effect 
on recovery that wos feured a 
few weeks ago. 


Steel Industry 


Steel Magazine sald that the 
stee] industry's recovery has re- 
sulted primarily thus far from a 
boem in constriction and in- 
creased orders from producers 
of non - automotive durable 
goods. Detroit buying has been 
hesitant ‘because of strike fears, 

With auto production lagging, 
construction booking for steel 
ran at the highest rate for any 
previous three-month period 
during May, June ond July, hit- 
ting a monthly mite of 330,800 
tons compared to on average of 
214,000 since the downturn 
starting in June, 1957, During 
July orders for fabricated steel 
exceeded shipments for the first 
thme this yeor, and = manufac- 
turers were expected to abandon 
hand-to-mouth buying policies 
and build inventories to meet 
the increas|ng demand. 

Iron Agel another steel In- 
dustry barolnoter, reported that 
orders for steet steel are om the 
books in the midwest for de- 
livery os far phoad os carly 
November avd that delivery 
promises are stretching from the 
current two-to-four to five-to- 
six weeks, Iron Age sald.thit a 
major auto strike would: slow 
the ‘growing trend toword a 
tighter stetl market. but would 
not ‘halt. the cconomic . upturn.
